

Local propane 
plants safe, 
official says

Nestled up 
close to a 
propane dispens¬ 
ing facility in 
Woodside — lit¬ 
erally a stone’s 
throw away — is 
a small residen¬ 
tial neighbourhood 
made up of a few quaint 
clapboard homes, a school 
and a comer store. 

Superior Propane moved 
in about a year ago with 
two bus-sized tanks. 

And next door is the mas¬ 
sive Imperial Oil refineiy, 
followed by the equally ex¬ 
pansive Esso 
refineiy.

Pepper lives 
at No. 3 Shirley Street and 
said yesterday she’d never 
given much thought to the 
propane facility next door. 

“They’re a pretty safe 
company — they’re always 
checking eveiything to 
make sure eveiything’s 
safe,” she said. 

She was surprised last 
weekend to hear about the 
area of north Toronto that 
was flattened by a massive 
propane plant explosion. 

The Sunday morning 
blast rocked the residential 
neighbourhood, dozens of 
people were injured, homes 
destroyed, businesses dam¬ 
aged, glass blown out of 
windows for almost a two- 


lcilometre radius and at 
least two people were 
killed. 

Torontonians have since 
expressed outrage that the 
city allowed the plant so 
close to a residential area. 

But across the countiy — 
including in Nova Scotia — 
there are no federal, provin¬ 
cial or municipal regula¬ 
tions guiding the distance 
between such facilities and 
residential neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

Dale Stewart, chief in¬ 
spector of fuel safety for the 
government of Nova Scotia, 
said he has no 
concerns 
about the 12 
propane facili¬ 
ties in the 
province. 

“We inspect 
them yearly,” 
he said. 

Still, he 
made a call to 
Toronto Mon¬ 


day, the day after the blast, 
to request information 
from the investigation into 
the cause. 

Deborah Storey, spokes¬ 
woman for Halifax Regional 
Municipality, said there are 
no specific regulations 
about where a fuel facility is 
located, as long as it’s in an 
industrial zone — but that 
doesn’t mean a residential 
zone can’t be right next 
door. 

“Sometimes you see them 
creeping closer together,” 
she said. “And when you’re 
talking about something 
like propane — well you 
know what happened in 
Toronto.”

On her blog, 
Alexander says this is 
normal for long¬ 
distance swims, but that 
hers were huge and 
frightening. 

“While I knew it was the 
right decision, I got onto 
the boat and I cried. I could 
see the lights of shore, and 
it was awful to have come 
so close and have to give 
up,” Alexander wrote. 

Alexander had made it to 
New Brunswick and was 
halfway to Nova Scotia 
when she stopped 
swimming at 9:20 p.m. She 
says she’ll try again soon.

The public will soon get to 
weigh in on Armour 
Group’s proposed Water¬ 
side Centre development. 
Council voted yesterday

Car rental companies in Hal¬ 
ifax are gouging customers, 
says the owner of a me¬ 
chanic shop who also rents 
out a small fleet of vehicles. 

And the problem is avail¬ 
ability, says Jim Smith, 
owner of Cheapy Tires on 
Windmill Road. 

“It’s (rentals) by the 
minute,” he said yesterday 
as he answered one tele¬ 
phone rental request after 
another. 

Smith didn’t have any of 
his 30 cars around to show 
off yesterday, and one that 
was expected to return by 5 
p.m. was on its way out as 


To rent a midsize car for the day 
on Aug. 22, for example, it will 
cost anywhere from $125 to 
$150, taxes and insurance not 
included. The following are the 
prices for that day at some Hali- 

soon as it arrived. 

He’s been hearing from 
customers that the same is 
true at other Halifax rental 
companies. 

One employee at Dollar 
Rent-a-Car didn’t want his 
name published, but said 
their company and a num¬ 
ber of others in the busi¬ 
ness decreased their fleets 
this year after poor tourism 
numbers last year.

• Hertz, $ 147-47 

• Avis, $142.12 

He said if they lease too 
many from the manufac¬ 
turers, they’re stuck with 
un-used vehicles in the win¬ 
ter when demand is low. 

On the flip side, if they 
lease too few, it drives the 
prices up when demand is 
high in the summer. 

Sean O’Regan of O’Re¬ 
gan’s Car and Truck 
Rentals, said he hasn’t no¬ 
ticed too much of a differ¬ 


ence between supply and 
demand compared to last 
summer. 

But he was also some¬ 
what surprised at the high 
rates larger companies like 
Thrifty, Budget, Hertz, Dol¬ 
lar and Avis are charging. 

All five are asking for 
anywhere from $125 to 
$150 per day for a midsize 
car. 

O’Regan’s, which has a 
fleet of about 86 vehicles, 
charges $58.90 (plus tax) 
per day for a midsize vehi¬ 
cle, and the price doesn’t 
change depending on the 
day of the week. 

Smith of Cheapy Tires, 
charges even less for a day’s 
rental of a midsize car: 
$58.64, tax included.

They also shared concerns 
about the proximity of the 
site to the memorial for 
unidentified victims of the 
Halifax Explosion. 

Those who support the 
move said the current 
state of the land is an eye¬ 
sore, and leaving it desig¬ 
nated as is leaves its future 
open to uncertainty. They 
also said changing the by¬ 
law could create much- 
need housing for seniors, 
and help to increase the 
density on the peninsula. 


Judge rejects joint 
recommendation

LONG-TERM OFFENDER An 

unconvinced Halifax judge 
postponed the sentencing 
of Mark Garnet Aylward 
yesterday to give the 
Crown and defence some 
time to reassess their joint 
recommendation. 

Aylward, 42, is a convict¬ 
ed murderer who pleaded 
guilty to sexual assault 
with a weapon and utter¬ 
ing threats against a 14- 
year-old boy in May 2006. 

Crown prosecutor 

Catherine Cogswell and 
defense attorney Patrick 
MacEwan jointly recom¬ 
mended a 12-year prison 
sentence for Aylward, 
along with a 
long-term of¬

him to be Judge Castor Williams 

paroled. 

“Protection of the public 
is paramount,” Cogswell 
told Judge Castor Williams 
in court. 

Judge Castor Williams 
argued that Aylward, who 
is already serving a life 
sentence for the murder of 
Phillip Alan White, cannot 
be considered a long-term 
offender. Williams says 
Aylward’s life sentence 
prevents the 10-year com¬ 
munity supervision term 
that goes along with the 
designation. 

The disagreement stems

from different interpreta¬ 
tions of the Criminal 
Code. 

“With all respect, you 
make a stretch of the 
statute,” Williams told 
Cogswell. 

Williams pushed the 
sentencing hearing back 
to September 
26, 2008, to 
allow the at¬ 
torneys to 
collect more 
evidence. 

Cogswell 
said she 


knows of three previous 
joint recommendations 
for long-term offenders, 
but this has never been an 
issue. 

The judge can still classi¬ 
fy Aylward as a long-term 
offender, a dangerous of¬ 
fender or neither. Regard¬ 
less of his designation, Ayl¬ 
ward will still do time for 
the attack. 

“There has to be a sen¬ 
tence,” Cogswell said, not¬ 
ing that Aylward’s assault 
was a “particularly 
heinous act.”

$3M pledged 
for aboriginals 

Funds to boost health care in N.S.

Aboriginal people in Nova 
Scotia can look forward to 
a boost in health-care 
services after the federal 
government pledged 
more than $3 million yes¬ 
terday to address the 
unique mix of health care 
needs in First Nations 
communities. 

Chuck Strahl, Minister of 
Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development, said the 
money will help integrate 
federal and provincial 
health services to suit the 
distinct health needs of 
First Nations Nova Scotians. 

Strahl stressed the collab¬ 
orative effort between gov¬ 
ernments, health experts 
and Aboriginal people in 
identifying the specific 
needs of their communities, 
such as midwifery, home 
care and mental health. 

“It really does show 
what’s possible when we 
work together towards a 
common goal,” said Chief 
Lawrence Paul, co-chair of 
the Atlantic Policy Congress 
of First Nations Chiefs. 

The announcement sug¬ 
gests sincerity in the feds’ 
pledge to improve the lives 
of Aboriginal people, fol¬ 
lowing Ottawa’s historic 
apology to former students 
of the residential schools 
program in June. 

Loraine Etter, Health 
Technician for the Atlantic 
Policy Congress, said the 
funding will go a long way 
to address Aboriginal peo-

pie’s health needs, particu¬ 
larly in psychiatric services. 

Many First Nations peo¬ 
ple suffer from depression, 
she said, and cultural dif¬ 
ferences make it difficult 
for them to trust unfamil¬ 
iar professionals. 

For example, some Abo¬ 


riginal people have a ten¬ 
dency to avoid eye contact, 
she said, which can be per¬ 
ceived by others as deceit 
when it’s merely a cultural 
difference. 

Etter estimates the fund¬ 
ing will help train between 
30 and 40 community mem¬ 
bers, such as receptionists at 
the schools, to help recog¬ 
nize the subtle signs of men¬ 
tal health sufferers and re¬ 
spond appropriately. 

“They’re trained to no¬ 
tice this stuff ... so that 
people are not falling 
through the cracks,” she 
said. 


Step closer to new library

A small victory yesterday for 
the proponents of a $42 mil¬ 
lion central library: council 
approved it ‘in principle.’ 

After three hours of de¬ 
bate, council decided to 
keep the project alive, even 
though several councillors 
had problems with the price 
tag. 

Dartmouth Coun. Glora 
McCluslcey said when the 
land and underground 
parking is included, it’s 
more like $65 million. 

“Nine million dollars is a 
lot of money HRM has to put 
into the land and that has to 
be considered,” she said.

The HRM is hoping to 
make a swap with the 
province: the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth High property for the 
empty lot on Spring Garden 
and Queen Street as the site 
for a new central library. 

The 108,740 square-foot 
proposed building — com¬ 
plete with auditorium and 


cafe — would replace the 
Spring Garden Road Memori¬ 
al Library which is falling 
apart. 

It was a make or break it 
moment for the central li¬ 
brary project yesterday. 

“The more we put this off 
the less likely it is to hap¬ 
pen and I think we need to 
show people we’re serious,” 
said Connaught-Quinpool 
Coun. Sheila Fougere. 

Downtown Coun. Dawn 
Sloane agreed, adding coun¬ 
cil just needs to get this 
done now. “If you think this 
is too expensive now, just 
wait,” she warned council. 

A central library idea has 
been approved in principle 
twice before in the past 11 
years.

Council approves 
sports complex 

Many argue facility not up to standards

With dreams of producing 
future Olympians, council 
approved the Mainland 
Common Centre yesterday. 

A spectator joked after 
the vote that now China has 
a $40 billion Olympics and 
the HRM has a $40 million 
sports facility. The federal 
government announced last 
week they’re kicking in $12 
million along with the 
province’s $12 million and 
the HRM’s $13.4 million. 

But it didn’t make every¬ 
body happy. 

Kelly Atkins of the Build 
it Right community group 
presented a petition with 
7,000 names of people 
who think the facility 
doesn’t meet the needs of 
the community.

va Scotia,” Atkins said. 

There are two 50-metre 
pools in the city (Dalplex 
and Centennial Pool), but 
Atkins argued they aren’t up 
to competitive standards. 

Paul Dunphy, director of 
community development, 
said spending the extra 
cash required to bring it 
up to international stan¬ 
dards means less money 
for components used every 
day by the community and 
athletes. 

If the 25-metre pool was 
pulled and replaced with a 


50-metre pool, it would 
cost $5 million more. 

In his presentation, 
Mark Smith of Sport Nova 
Scotia said the time is com¬ 
ing when the HRM will 
have to look at building a 
50-metre pool. 

Connaught-Quinpool 
Coun. Sheila Fougere added 
an amendment that staff 
look at developing a 50-me- 
tre pool within 20 years. 

But there’s a much 
tighter deadline for the 
Mainland Common Centre 
since it needs to be up and 
running for the 2011 Cana¬ 
da Winter games. Con¬ 
struction on the recreation 
centre will begin in two 
months, and it is scheduled 
to open in the fall of 2010. 

Jean-Paul Deveau, chair 
of the 2011 Canada Winter 
Games Host Society, was 
“very pleased” with the fa¬ 
cility. Three events will be 
hosted there: badminton, 
synchronized swimming 
and artistic gymnastics. 


Vaccine drive lauded 


health The province is tak¬ 
ing a step in the right di¬ 
rection by reminding new 
and returning post-sec¬ 
ondary students about the 
importance of being vacci¬ 
nated for the mumps, says 
the Liberal party’s health 
critic. 

The Department of Health 
Promotion and Protection 
has begun running ads in 
daily newspapers across the 
province, suggesting that 
students talk to their family 
doctor about getting a free 
MMR (mumps, measles and 
rubella) vaccination.

Yazid, commander of al 
Qaeda operations in 
Afghanistan, was an Egypt¬ 
ian who served time in jail 
with al Qaeda deputy 
leader Ayman al-Zawahri 
after the assassination of 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat in 1981. 

He has been referred to 
as al Qaeda’s third most 
senior figure, after the 
elimination or capture of 
five earlier occupants of 
the number three spot 
since 2001. The September 
11 Commission described 
Yazid as the network's 
“chief financial manager.” 

The Bajaur tribal region 
where Al-Masri, which 
means “the Egyptian,” was 
killed is a known sanctu- 
aiy for al Qaeda operatives 
on the Afghan border.

Under the proposal, Is¬ 
rael would give the Pales¬ 
tinians some 92.7 per cent 
of the occupied West Bank, 
plus all of the Gaza Strip, 
according to officials. 

In exchange for West 
Bank land that Israel 
would keep, Olmert pro¬ 
posed a 5.3 per cent land 
swap giving the Palestini¬ 
ans a desert territory adja¬ 
cent to the Gaza Strip. 

Olmert's proposal first 
emerged several months 
ago and was published in 
detail yesterday by Israel's 
left-leaning Haaretz news¬ 
paper.

Drug gang turns 
to kidnapping

Kayaker Ford, weightiifter Girard finish just off podiums in Beijing 


Even at 41 and with a 
fifth Olympic appearance 
now in the books, white- 
water kayaker David Ford 
couldn’t bring himself to 
utter the “r” word. 

Sure, Ford’s the oldest 
guy in his sport at age 41. 
The average age of the 
medal winners in Beijing 
yesterday in the men’s K-l 
slalom event was just un¬ 
der 25 years. 

And after finishing 
sixth in the event, Ford 
certainly didn’t sound 
like someone who’s going 
to be retiring anytime 
soon. In fact, don’t be sur¬ 
prised if you see the for¬ 
mer world champion 
coming back for one more 
crack at an Olympic 
medal in four years time 
in London. 

“It’s not unrealistic to 
think I’m capable of do¬ 
ing another one,” said the 
Edmonton native, whose 
best Olympic result is a 
fourth at the 2004 Athens 
Games. “We’ve already 
kind of determined that. 
There’s no reason that in 
four years I’ll be any less 
fit or strong as I am now.” 

Ford’s strong showing 
got Canada — which is 
still without a medal in 
Beijing — closer to the 
podium, but not as tanta- 
lizingly close as Christine 
Girard. 

Girard, the 23-year-old 
weightiifter from Rouyn- 
Noranda, Que., had 
equaled a personal best

and was in position to 
grab a bronze medal in 
the women’s 63-lcilogram 
division. 

But everything was out 
of her control, hanging 
on the bar, along with 135 
kilos, as North Korea’s Hy- 
on Suk Pale attempted her 
third and final lift of a 
load that represented 
more than twice her body 
weight. It was simple: 
Clean and jerk the re¬ 
quired amount and Pale 
would win the gold 
medal, bumping the 
Canadian to fourth place. 


Fail and Pale would be out 
of the medals and Canada, 
thanks to this confident 
daughter of a weightlift¬ 
ing family, would finally 
be in. 

“I think it was more 
stressful than when I was 
doing my lifts,” said Gi¬ 
rard, who watched on tel¬ 
evision in the warm-up 
room and saw Pale strug¬ 
gle and wobble, but suc¬ 
cessfully hoist the load, 
winning herself a gold 
medal and knocking the 
Canadian off the podium.

i Michael Phelps became the 
1 most successful Olympian 
" of all time when he won his 
10th and 11th gold medals 
early this morning and his 
fourth and fifth of the Bei¬ 
jing Games. 

Phelps broke his own 
world record to continue 
his dominance in the Wa¬ 
ter Cube pool and overtake 
an elite group including 
Mark Spitz and Carl Lewis 
who had won nine golds. 

The 23-year-old showed 
little apparent emotion af¬ 
ter winning the men’s 200 
metre butterfly in 1.52.03, 
knocking six hundredths 
of a second off his world 
record. 


About an hour later, the 
United States won the 
men’s 4x200 metre 
freestyle relay in world 
record time, earning 
Phelps his 11th gold. 

Russia won the silver, 
Australia the bronze and 
the Canada team of Brian 
Johns of Richmond, B.C.; 
Brent Hayden of Mission, 
B.C.; Colin Russell of 
Burlington, Ont.; and An¬ 
drew Hurd of Oakville, 
Ont., placed fifth. 

Each of Phelps’ five 
medals in Beijing have 
come in world best times 
and he is now over halfway 
to surpassing Spitz’s record 
of seven golds in one 
games.

Enjoy softball while it lasts 

Canada off to strong start in sport set to be dropped from Games 


So much has been so con¬ 
spicuously absent at the 
Beijing Olympics — a 
Canadian medal, clean air 
and Brian Williams, for 
starters — that it’s been 
extraordinarily difficult to 
muster up excessive en¬ 
thusiasm so far. 

Unless you dig Michael 
Phelps. Or smog. Or un¬ 
less you live in countries 
such as Azerbaijan, Tajik¬ 
istan and Uzbekistan — 
all of which, unlike Cana¬ 
da, have collected medals, 
and all of which I truth¬ 
fully didn’t know existed 
on this planet until this 
week. 

Me? I prefer traditional 
team sports and found 
myself entertained while 
watching the Canadian 
women’s softball team de¬ 
feat Chinese-Taipei 6-1 in 
its Olympic opener. 

My conclusion: This is a 
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formidable team, laden 
with capable hitters and 
talented pitchers. The 
pitchers include left-han¬ 
der Lauren Bay-Regula, 
sister of Boston Red Sox 
star Jason Bay, and 
Danielle Lawrie, sister of 
the Milwaukee Brewers’ 
top draft pick in June, 
Brett Lawrie. 

This Canadian team has 
11 first-rate newcomers, 
plays exciting ball and has 
a genuine shot at a medal. 
It might even give the 
United States — perennial 
kingpins (queenpins?) in 


women’s softball — a run. 

What a future Canada 
has at the Olympics in 
women’s softball. That is, 
if the Olympics’ future in¬ 
cluded women’s softball. 
These, though, are the fi¬ 
nal innings for women’s 
softball at the Games be¬ 
cause, believe it or not, 
the nitwits in charge have 
chosen to dump the sport. 

In 2005, the IOC — 
which has made incompe¬ 
tence a bad habit — 
deemed it necessary to re¬ 
duce the number of sports 
at the summer Olympics 
by two and chose softball 
and baseball. They are the 
first sports dropped since 
polo in 1936.

More than 130 countries 
are members of the Inter¬ 
national Softball Federa¬ 
tion, and the sport has 
never been more competi¬ 
tive, with China, Korea, 
Australia, Japan and Cana¬ 
da threatening U.S. su¬ 
premacy. 


Janiero. But generally per¬ 
ceived as stronger candidates 
for 2016 inclusion are golf, 
rugby, karate, squash and 
roller sports.

And then, ever mindful 
of bulletin board material 
(as if any team needs any 
more motivation than a 
chance for an Olympic 
medal), Tancredi wanted to 
get the words back. 

“Don’t write that, that’s a 
lie, we love each other,” she 
said. “No, it’s a big rivalry, 
obviously. We play each 
other so often, we know 
everything about each oth¬ 
er, so it’s going to be a little 
catty, but it’s always a great 
game in the end.” 

The Friday date (7 a.m.

Canada-U.S. is full of in¬ 
trigue even if Canada goes 


in as a decided underdog 
against the powerful Amer¬ 
icans, who won their Bei¬ 
jing group with a 2-1 
record. Before a tie last 
April in the CONCACAF 
Olympic qualification tour¬ 
nament, Canada had lost 10 
in a row to the Americans 
and were beaten by them 
earlier this summer at the 
Peace Queen Cup tourna¬ 


ment in South Korea. 

“You become rivals, espe¬ 
cially with how much we 
play them,” Canada’s Rhian 
Wilkerson said. “Since I’ve 
been on the team, we 
haven’t beaten or tied the 
States, so it’s always a 
match I look forward to be¬ 
cause ‘this is it’ every time.

No golf till ’09: Woods 



Tiger Woods has said he 
will be unable to swing a 
golf club until next year as 
he recovers from 
reconstructive knee 
surgery. 

The American world 
number one decided to 
have surgery on his left 
knee for a fourth time af¬ 
ter winning the U.S. Open 
in mid-June, ending his 
2008 PGA Tour campaign. 

“As far as swinging a 
club, that’s not going to 
happen until next year,” 
Woods said in his month¬ 
ly newsletter on Tues¬ 
day. “I just don’t have a 
choice. 

“We simply don’t 
know what type of 
swelling there would be 
or if there would be any 
residual effects the next 
day once you start wheel¬ 
ing and dealing on the 
knee. Everyone’s body re¬ 
acts differently. I could 
putt right now but I’m not 
going to do it.” 


Woods, a winner of 14 
major titles, underwent an 
anterior cruciate ligament 
(ACL) reconstruction of his 
left knee. He had torn his 
knee ligament after last 
year’s British Open at 
Carnoustie while running 
and took 10 weeks off at 
the end of the 2007 season. 

He took a further two 
months off after hav¬ 
ing arthro¬ 
scopic sur¬ 
gery two 
days after the 


Masters in April and did 
not play competitively un¬ 
til the June 12-15 U.S. 
Open. 

“I don’t know what the 
doctors are going to tell 
me about playing golf 
down the road,” the 32- 
year-old added. “I’m taking 
it day-to-day, weelc-to- 
weelc. All I’m doing every 
day is looking forward to 
my next day.” 

Woods said his rehabili¬ 
tation was going well, de¬ 
spite an initial weight loss. 

“I’m a lot more mobile, 
which is really nice,” he 
added. “The big thing is 
I’ve started my rehab and 
can ride the (exercise) bike. 
I can’t ride it hard - just 
motion - but am getting in 
two or three sessions a day. 

“Initially, I probably lost 
about 10 pounds because I

wasn’t working out. All of 
that was muscle. I’ve put 
about two pounds back on, 
but I’m still pretty light. 
I’m eating mostly raw and 
organic foods that provide 
the most nutrients.” 

While spending quality 
time at home with his 
Swedish wife Elin and 
young daughter Sam Alex¬ 
is, Woods has been watch¬ 
ing television coverage of 
the Olympic Games. 

He also watched last 
week’s U.S. PGA Champi¬ 
onship at Oakland Hills 
where Ireland’s Padraig 
Harrington won his second 
successive major title. 

“I want to congratulate 
Padraig Harrington on his 
wins at the British (Open) 
and PGA,” said Woods, PGA 
champion in 1999, 2000, 
2006 and 2007. 

“As a two-time defending 
PGA champion, it was a lot 
more frustrating not to be 
competing and that hurts 
the most.” reuters

Hollett eager for his MMA return

It has been almost 10 
months since Roger 
Hollett last stepped into a 
cage, but he is eager to 
get back in the ring. 

The Halifax fighter blew 
out his knee, tearing his 
ACL, MCL, and meniscus, 
last October at Extreme 
Cage Combat 7. The battle 
against Lew Polley and re¬ 
sulted in his only loss in 
his career. 

At the time, he was con¬ 
sidered one of the fastest 
rising mixed martial arts 
fighters in Canada and one 
of the most popular ath¬ 
letes in Nova Scotia. He 
had won his first seven 
fights, all in the first round 
and claimed the ECC and 
Maximun Fighting Cham¬ 
pionship’s light heavy¬ 
weight title in that time 
span. 

After his painful loss 
though, he required sur¬ 
gery to repair the damage 
and that couldn’t happen 
until February. 

“There was so much 
swelling that the doctors 
had to wait for it to go 
down,” explained Hollett. 

“If they didn’t it would 


have blown up twice as 
much. So the doctors 
played it safe. I have been 
doing a full workout now 
for two months. It feels re¬ 
ally good. I feel 100 per 
cent confident.” 

After a successful sur¬ 
gery and months of physio¬ 


therapy, Hollett has been 
cleared to fight again. He 
will make his return on 
September 20 at ECC 8. 

“I’m feeling good. I’m 
feeling a 110 per cent,” 
said Hollett. 

“It’s been six months 
since I had the surgery. We 


got everything planned for 
September 20. They say it’s 
a six-month healing 
process and I feel like I’ve 
been ready for a month.”

Kataragama Festival is Sri 
Lanka’s celebration of God 


Hindu, Buddhist and Muslim pilgrims come to worship

-he air smells of 

kerosene and jas¬ 
mine flower. Young 
men crack whips 
as thick as cobras, 
while others skillfully twirl 
fire, leaving circular trails 
of light. There is rhythmic 
drumming and tribal danc¬ 
ing. It’s what I imagine 
Burning Man Festival to be, 
except drugs and drinking 
are replaced by devotion to 
deities. 

This is Kataragama Festi¬ 
val, a two week-long holy 
event that sees the arrival 
of some 100,000 Hindu, 
Buddhist and Muslim pil¬ 
grims. Devotees, many of 
whom have travelled for 
weeks to get to this auspi¬ 
cious city, have come to 
worship and perform acts 


of penance and self-mortifi- 
cation. Some swing from 
hooks piercing their bodies 
while others walk on fire to 
show their devotion to God. 

The festival entrance has 
a carnival-type atmosphere, 
with vendors selling stuffed 
animals, fruit offerings, 
plastic trinkets and sweets. 

Walking through the fair¬ 
grounds, I’m happy to see 
that security is heightened 
with checkpoints and po¬ 
lice searching baggage — as 
the civil war between the 
separatist Tamils and the 
Sri Lankan government 
continues, you can’t be too 
careful. 

Past the checkpoints, 
people have gathered, ea¬ 
gerly watching the proces¬ 
sion of elephants down a 
path illuminated by beads 
of light. Dressed in a red 
rhinestone cloak, one ele¬ 


phant looks like a Mexican 
luchador wrestler. 

This holy shrine and pop¬ 
ular pilgrim centre is hu¬ 
manity at its finest. On the 
fringes of the main action, I 
see the bodies of passed out 
pilgrims strewn all over the 
ground. 

Some are cooking their 
dinner by small smoulder¬ 
ing fire (a scene that’s be¬ 
coming increasingly more 
common with the rise in 
gas prices) while others are 
gently rocking their babies 
to sleep. 

Tiying to find a spot to 
watch the parade, I make 
my way through the maze. 
Every step is carefully cal¬ 
culated and I’m wary of 
stepping on little hands 
and feet. Though many 
have been waiting for 
hours for their spots, all are 
welcoming as I cozy my 


way up to the front. 

Seated on the sandy floor, 
a woman offers me a piece 
of her tarp to sit on. Here, 
people are very generous to 
foreigners. I’m offered or¬ 
anges, water and lots of 
smiles. 

I can feel all eyes on me. 
Here, I’m partly a movie 
star and partly a sideshow 
freak. Mothers holding in¬ 
fants point at me, raising 
their voices and eyebrows 
as if to say, “Look at that. Is¬ 
n’t that girl amusing?” 

While some might feel 
self-conscious, I sort of like 
being “the other.” I get off 
on being the outsider. In a 
crowd of thousands, I feel 
strangely satisfied that 
there are only a handful of 
foreigners. 

This is how a travel 
writer knows she’s in the 
right spot — when the 
tourists are gone, there are 
no fanny-paclc wearers 
from Florida and not a Mc¬ 
Donald’s in sight.

It was a challenge juggling 
everyone’s schedules and 
busy lives, but that was 
easy compared to finding 
a rifle to use in the play.

The magic in his show, 
said Victor Rubilar, is 
how he can take an ordi¬ 
nary object — in this case 
a soccer ball — and turn 
it into the extraordinary. 

“I like the fact I use an 
everyday object,” said the 
freestyle soccer juggler.

for spinning a ball on his 
forehead for nearly 20 sec¬ 
onds, and travelling 298 
metres while balancing a 
soccer ball on his fore¬ 
head. 

He is also the record 
holder for being able to 
balance a ball on the left 
side of his head, and then 
tilt his head so the ball 
rests on the right side. He 
did it 43 times. 

During the busker festi¬ 
val, Rubilar hopes to top 
that trick by repeating the 
movement 60 times, and 
also walk 300 metres 
while balancing a soccer 


ball on his head. 

While Rubilar grew up 
playing soccer, he never 
performed tricks with the 
balls. 

“I started doing magic, 
but everyone I knew was 
doing the same tricks, so I 
wanted to find something 
new,” he said. 

He saw a guy doing stuff 
with a football and made a 
realization. 

“I thought, ‘No one is 
doing any real tricks with 
this stuff.’” 

He started working with 
soccer balls, and later at¬ 
tended the National 
School of Contemporary 
Arts — called Circus 
Cirkor — where he 
learned to take his act to 
the next level. His show 
utilizes everything he has 
learned. 

“It is not only the physi¬ 
cal skills, it is also the per¬ 
formance skills,” Rubilar 
said.

version of Francis Ford 
Coppola’s 1974 film The 
Conversation, a project 
that has obsessed producer 
Tony Krantz for years — 
he’s tried to sell versions of 
the project three times be¬ 
fore, most recently to ABC, 
just two years ago, with a 
version set in the present 
day. 

The AMC series will re¬ 
tain the film’s period set¬ 
ting, and Krantz explained 
to Variety that it “gives us 
an opportunity to look 
back at the 1970s through 
the filter of 2009 ...

By the time it gets to air, 
it’s unlikely that ABC’s 


fraught remake of BBC’s 
Life On Mars will be set in 
New York in the ’70s — af¬ 
ter almost relentless 
changes to the producers, 
cast and setting, the show 
that makes it to the air this 
fall might take place on a 
space station. The leader of 
the ’70s revival pack so far, 


though, seems to be CBS, 
who have two revivals of 
’70s series in the works. 

In the San Francisco 
Chronicle, TV critic Tim 
Goodman worried that the 
network’s new version of 
Streets Of San Francisco 
won’t be able to afford to 
shoot anything but exteri¬ 


ors in the city by the bay, 
as “would be completely 
pointless and unwatchable 
unless it was shot here.” 
Tell that to anyone living 
in Toronto or Vancouver, 
who’ve had their streets 
stand in for everywhere 
from New York in the ’30s 
to Battlestar Galactica’s 
alien worlds. 

CBS is also reviving 
Hawaii 5-0, updating the 
show to the present day 
with a team of top cops 
headed up by Steve McGar- 
rett’s son, Chris. Executive 
producer Ed Bernero told 
the Hollywood Reporter 
that he’s trying to keep as 
much of the original show 
as possible, and fully in¬ 
tends to preserve the 
catchy theme song in some 
form as well as the phrase 
“Boolc’em, Dano.”
